“The fashionable ladies of Holland 
dress like those of England and Amer¬ 
ica, bat fashion has little to do in the 
rural districts of Holland. The peasant 
women wear cape of Immaculate 
whiteness, resembling somewhat, the 
white portion of the headdress of oar 
Sisters' of Charity, fitting closely to the 
head and surmounted by an outer hood 
of wool or silk—this when visiting or 
traveling. When at home their head¬ 
dress is an immense hat of s^aw near¬ 
ly as large as an umbreil^ adorned 
with representations of stars, birds, 
beasts, etc. Their waists are of extrav¬ 
agant lengths, and the other portions of 
their dress are stuffed and padded to a 
degree that mocks proportion and sym¬ 
metry. This distinctive and never 
changing fashion is handed down from 
mother to daughter and Is substantially 
just as It was In “the days of the Duke 
ofA^a 

“The most striking feature of the 
Dutch character is antagonism'to dirt 
and filth, the extravagant efforts to 
insure - cleanliness in some instances 
amounting almost to insanity. It. is 
"scrub, scrub, scrub, even when the for¬ 
eign eye falls to detect anything objec¬ 
tionable. The Dutch housewife sets 
apart a certain day for th€^ cleansing 
of the .bedroom, and upon tbfet day the 
bedroom mast be cleaned. Even if no 
dirt be discernible, sufficient time has 
elapsed Tor its accumulation, she rea¬ 
sons. Ft ; ls the bedroom’s <uiy, and it 
mast pass the ordeal. 

‘The lower parts of a*Oky of the 
north Holland«bouses are rased with 
white Dutch tiles, and some of the 
rooots are paved with small square 
tileej put together without cement 
The* kitchen furniture—in' copper, tin, 
pewter and iron—affords a striking 
proof of the mistress' regard for neat¬ 
ness in arrangement and cleanliness in 
appearance. The beds and tables are 
covered with the finest llneg, and the 
rooms are adorned^ with pictures and 
the yards and gardens with flowers. 
The .houses in almost every portion of 
the province of north Holland present 
a gay appearance. The windows and 
doors are generally painted ’gr-^>a, and 
the mast lavish use of w&teg is Indulg¬ 
ed in. not only the windows, but the 
entire fronts of the houses, being wash¬ 
ed two or three times each v^eek. The 
same care is extended to the streets in 
which the more opt lent inhabitants re¬ 
side. J 

“The traveler is impressed with the 
fact that Holland la emphatically a 
country of large towns. The larger 
towns 9m surrounded by market gar¬ 
dens, many of which are small, every 
Inch at land being cultivated to the 
highest possibility of prodijctlvenesa. 
These ‘small gardeners do pot keep 
horses as beasts of burden, since their 
maintenance wqpld involve a too con¬ 
siderable expense. They* employ dogs, 
which are as much members of the 
family as the sons or daughters. These 
dogs are powerful brutes, capable of 
drawing loads out of all proportion to 
their size & f \ V 

“The custom of smoking is so preva¬ 
lent in Holland that a genuine Dutch 
boor. Instead of describing distances 
between plamas by miles or hours, -will 
iisj a ‘town or boose Is so many pipes 
away. Thus a man may reach Delft 
from Rotterdam in four pipes, but it 
.he go on to The Hague he wi;i consume 
iseven pipes during the jot#ney. All 
.Dutchmen of the lower class and not 
a few tn the higher walks of life carry 
in their pockets all requisites for smok¬ 
ing—an enormous box holding at least 
half a pound of tobacco, |a pipe of 
clay or ivory according to ^Inclination 
or msaim.

Tke Mexican Boundary. 

Two trandred and fifty-eight stone 
and iron: monuments mark due bound¬ 
ary line between the United States and 
Mexico froui the ,Rio Grande to the 
Pacific, TOO miles.' Most of the monu¬ 
ments are of cast iron, hot the prlnci 
pal oogs are of stone. They average 
about tkvo and a half miles apart, but 
in no qase Is there an Interval of as 
much fiR five miles between them. 
Stone fwas used wherever possible. 
Generally they are in the form Of n 
simple $kperlng four 4 sided shaft, bear¬ 
ing suitable inscriptions in English and 
Spanish. Tbe , stone monuments are 
abou| fejpven feet high and tbe Iron 
mnn nmeti ts about six and a half feet 
high They are arranged so that they 
ye jyitbin sight of one another from 
one fend of the line to the other. The 
country traversed consists mainly of 
deserts and mountains, and in many 
Instances the work was prosecuted 
with conokktable difficulty. By. the 
terms of the treaty the destruction or 
displacement of any of these monu¬ 
ments is made a misdemeanor, punish¬ 
able according to the justice of tbe 
country of tbe offender’s^ationallty.
